CANADA- WILL 
ATTAIN LOAN 
OB JECTIVE 


Subscription Rush at Toronto 
Makes Success of Issue 
Assured 


TORONTO, Nov. 14.—Three of the 
larger cities of Ontario ‘‘went over the 
top” in the Victory loan campaign 
today—Toronto, Hamilton and Lon- 
don. The provincial capital came up 
with a rush, subscribing $13,113,150 
and putting their total at $90,071,450. 
The figures to date for the whole pro- 
vince, with the exception of one can- 
vassing division which has not been 
able to turn in a report up to mid- 
night, stand at $222,796,150, of which 
$23,901,500 was subscribed today. 

As to the Dominion as a whole, 
while the returns are by no means 
complete, $425,443,600 has actually 
been reported to the Dominion busi- 
ness committee, This means that the 
success of the loan is now beyond a 
doubt. 

At this stage of last year's campaign 
Canada had subscribed $296,249,250; 
Ontario, $149,702,000, and Toronto, 
$66,623,000.

The story of Major Barker's fight 
with a horde of enemy planes relates 
the most astounding individual aerial 
combat on record, While our airmen 
were harrying the enemy's retreat, 
Barker, when over the forest of Mor- 
val, encountered a two-seated German 
plane at an altitude of 21,000 feet to 
evade the fire of British “Archies” and 
climbed and brought it down. Imme- 
diately a Fokker biplane whirled on 
him; bullets whistled past through 
his machine and some stunned him for 
a moment so that his machine spun 


uncontrolled, Recovering his senses 
and control, he found 15 more Fok- 
kers hemming in on him and firing 
point-blank. Without hesitation he 
sped to the attack and three of his 


assailants fell 
Fainted When Plane Dived 
But the bullets were whistling past 
a chance shot shattered 
he fainted and dived 
seemingly to his death 


Again recovering consclousness, he 
turned upon another 15 enemy scout 
swooping about him like hounds. One 
he sent hurling down on fire, when 
another bullet shattered his left el 
bow 

Iinemy machines were now swarm 
ing as thick as gnats on a summer 
day. He dived, and eight of his foes 
hurtled like stones in pursuit. Wound 


ed, and half faiting, yet with his brain 
still alert and cool, he realized that 
‘this only chance of. safety lay in sheer 
super-airmanship. Enemy aircraft 
flew above and about him like a cloud 
of vultures until those watching be- 
low counted between fifty and sixty 
the thick of them, this amazing 


genuity, sharpened by dire necessity, 
could devise. He escaped by the in- 
credible dgring of his offensive tactics. 
For upwards of ten minutes he bank- 
ed, looped, spun, nose-dived, climbed 
again in a multitude of “star” tricks 
until he worked his way right back of 
the vultures’ midst. Two more fell to 
his gun, then the rest of the flock 
spread and fled He came down a 
huddled, insensible, but victorious 
hero of as great a fight as ever this 
war witnessed in the air.

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No district in the city was harder hit 
by the influenza epidemic than Calder, 
and in no district have more energetic, 


whole-hearted and self-sacrificing ef- 
forts been made to combat the dis- 
ease. It is gratifying to record that, 
largely on account of these offorts, 
the disease is on the wane and, it is to 
be hoped, will soon be entirely stamp- 
ed out 

For a time, however. the situation 
was serious and distressing. Many 
railway employees live In Calder. It 
f a region of small homes and large 
amilies, When it ts stated that at 
the peak of the epidemic no less than 
ninety-elght families were quarantined 
for influenza and that in many cases 
every person in the household, num- 
bering from six to eight, was down 
with the disease, the magnitude of the 
problem to be dealt with will be ap- 
precipitated. 

Not only local workers but assist- 
ance from the city at large was requi- 
gitioned. Volunteer helpers and partly 
trained nurses volunteered thelr aid. 
The Masons, Orangemen and other or- 
ganizations helped. Business men 
provided cars and the whole neigh- 
borhood untted as one to supply soups, 
Jellies and oince cc icactes for the sick 
and to perform necessary domestic du- 
tiles while the heads of the stricken 
households were helpless. 

On the first manifestation of the 
enidemic the sisters from the Roman 
Catholic convent performed noble 
service in caring for the victims. But 
as the disease spread from street to 
street until it seemed as though near- 
ly every third house in the eommun- 
ity bore the dreaded red card, it soon 
became apparent that some orraniza- 
tion for dealing with the situation 
must be effected. Three of the four 
sisters working were themselves pros- 
trated. 

A nursing and reltef centre was ac- 
cordingly established, with headquar- 
ters in the Calder school. It was aux- 
{liary to the Oliver school centre and 
has also received valuable assistance 
from the Westmount centre. In the 
beginning the school was equinped 
with beds and the nurses lived there. 
But, owing to the lack of facilities for 
cooking and preparing meals and oth- 
er inadeenactes the beds were taken 
to the Oliver achool and the nurses 
made that building thelr headquar- 
ters. 

At the head of the nursing etaff is 
Mrs. C. E. Long, the district nurse. 
who {s a graduate nurse and a born 
executive. She has generalied her 
staff of assistants with skill and wis- 
dom and the distriet has been. most 


efficiently cared for as far as the 
nursing is concerned. 
The nursing staff has eonsisted of 


Miss Herman and Mrs. Mcleod, part- 
ly trained nurses, and Mrs. Thom and 
Mrs. M. Baldwin, volunteer workers, 
all of Calder; Mrs. Brooks, Mra. Whit- 
field and Miss Carstairs, partly train- 
ed, and Mrs. Gorman, Mrs. Chapman, 
Mrs. Marion, Mrs. Coulman, Mrs. 
West, Mra. Wylie, Mra. Gold and Miss 
Taylor, volunteers, who were provid. 
ed by the central eftty organization. 
‘They have all worked devotedly and 
heroically in a manner that is beyond 
all praise. 

The indoor work at the school has 
been in charge of Miss J. Chegwin, 
principal of the McDougal! schoo), 
who has acted asa sort of office man- 
ager. and has been ably assisted by 
Mrs, J. A. Miller, Mra. A. W. Bing- 
ham, Mra. N. McKay; Miss Fern Gun- 
nis, Miss A. Bonner and Miss Thelma 
Nehring. ‘These ladies have been most 
emphatically “on the job” since the 
outbreak of the epidemic and are de- 
termined to “stay with !t" as long as 
there is a ‘flu patient left in Calder. 

The men helpers provided by the 
Masonic relief from Victoria school 
have seconded the work of the nurs- 
ing brigade in a moat efficacious man- 
ner. Mrs. Long’s practise has not 
been to confine a nuree or a helper to 
any one case exclusively, but to assign 
each one to two or more, so that the

NEIGHBORLY HELP

AT CLOVER BAR 


About 100 Cases and Two Deaths 
Reported—Signing of Armis- 
tice Celebrated 


The Forest Heights and Clover Rar 
Road district have suffered severely 
from the tnfluenza epidemic. Two 
Jeaths have occurred during the last 
few days, although the peak had been 
reached a week ago Probably at 
least 100 have been attacked and 
more or leas invalided by the sickness. 
Neighborly help obviated much suf- 
fering 

The East Edmonton No. 
house, Clover Bar Rvad, was used 
to good effect as a hovpital for two 
weeks.

A Masonic relief committee is estab- 
lished at the Victoria High School 
with F, N, Coutant In charge. phone 
5727. The chief purpose of this com- 
mittee is to secure male help to assist 
in nursing, It is an enterprise of the 
Masonic society but is absolutely com- 
prehensive in the work if does and in 
the help it gets to do it. 

When the epidemic began an appeal 
for help was issued to the members of 
the teaching staff of the city. The re- 
sponse was enthusiastic and unanim- 
ous or as nearly so as physical and 
material conditions would permit. The 
teachers both men and women have 
riven help in every form for which 
they were competent and have formed 
the nucleus of the volunteer army that 
has been waging war on the epidemic 
through three long weeks. 

The nurses eat and sleep when off 
duty at the nursing centres which have 
been fitted up and an organization 
established for the purpose,

It is thoroughly en- 
titled to do so.

It suffered disaster 
through no lukewarmness on its 
part, but because Russia collapsed 
and left it exposed on every flank 
and without support anywhere. 
Tt has suffered much in the cause 
of international right, and de- 
serves reparation and the full con- 
sideration of its just claims. 

The decision also puts the army 
of von MacKenzen in a predica- 
ment. At latest reports MacKen- 
zen was secking a road for his 
troops to Germany, and finding 
none. The director of so many 
famous ‘‘drives’’ found himself 
isolated by the Austrian surrender 
in the country he has been holding 
and ruling forthe Kaiser. With 
the Rumanians in revolt, and the 
Allies in Serbia, and entitled to ad- 
vance into Austria and cut his 
communications, his choice scems 
to be limited to a surrender or the 
mad enterprise of trying to ‘‘hack 
a way through’’ Austria or Russia 
to Germany, 
Scheming to Avoid y 

the Penalties. 

As Germany formerly schemed 
for ‘‘world power’ it is now 
scheming to avoid ‘‘downfall,’’ 
and to save itself from the conse 
quences of its defeat. To escape 
having to pay, in cash and nation- 
al dignity, must be supposed to be 
the object of those who are direct- 
ing its affairs, and in the nature of 
things they will have the hearty 
co-operation of the German people 
in any means to that end. Decep- 
tion has been the end of German 
diplomacy for a generation, and 
the German people have been 
taught to believe that in sucoess- 
ful deception lay the hope of na- 
tional well-being and greatness. If 
by trickery it is thought the Allies 
ean be cheated of the fruits of vic~ 
tory, or of a substantial part of 
them, there need be no doubt that 
trickery to that end is the animat- 
ing motive of the powers that be 
in Germany today; and that they 
will play the game with daring 
and with the solid backing of the 
people who have been taught to 
depend upon trickery for success 
in international dealings. It is 
worth bearing in mind that this 
supposed abdication of the Kaiser 
and the alleged revolution that is in 
process in Germany may be parts 
of a stage-play arranged by the 
leaders of German political parties 
to deceive the Allies into the sup- 
position that the democratic ideals 
of the outside world have now be- 
come the directing principles in 
German policy—and that there- 
fore the Allies should deal more 
leniently with Germany than 
would be done if the junkers were 
still in open and admitted control. 
Failing which the German people 
could be called upon to cease their 
domestic eontroversies and stand 
shoulder to shoulder against the 
common enemy and in defence of 
the Fatherland and their own poc- 
ketbooks, Napoleon, it is not to 
be forgotten,came back from Elba; 
and the Kaiser in Holland is as 
close to Berlin as he was at Ger- 
man Grand Headquarters.

| Famine-Makers In Want.

The 
Allies, of course, will do what they 
can to save the German people 
from starvation,but they cannot be 
expected to do so in disregard of 
those who have prior claims to con- 
sideration. The Belgians and the 
Russians have first claim to what 
food the Allied countries can 


spare, and the peoples of enemy | 


states must be content with what 
can be found for them when the 
victims of their outrage have been 
supplied. If the shortened supply 
will not go round those who are 
responsible for the shortage are 
the ones to do without, 

Germany, so long as there was a 
chance of conquering the world, 
managed to exist on what food it 
could produce and purchase in its 
associated states, Its sudden call 
for help is therefore less eonvine- 
ing than otherwise. Having sub- 
sisted thus for four years in the 
hope of starving and crushing hu- 
manity into subjection, Germany 
should be able to get along for a 
few months longer by the same 
means, If it cannot do so, and if 
from their scarcity the Allies have 
to find food for the German 
people, a proper condition of their 
doing so would be that Germany 
disarm and demobilize its armies, 
waive the armistice terms, and sur- 
render unconditionally. It would 
then not be necessary to await the 
conclusion of peace terms before it 
would be safe for the Allies to pro- 
vision Germany. The conditions of 
peace being assured, the blockade 


could be lifted at onee, and Ger- | 


many allowed to enter the world 
markets to supply its needs,—so 
far as that can be done—by the or- 
dinary processes of trade.

An employer who is charged with having a de- 
faulter in his employ must be able to prove THAT

TIES TO THE EMPLOYEE IN QUESTION WERE
